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roduction ¢ Production of household mechanical refrigerators can resume July 1 under a WPB program of specific 
production authorizations to individual manufacturers with a total scheduled output of 265,000 units for the 
third quarter. Limitation Order L-5 was revoked June 2, and at the same time Order L-5-c was amended 
to permit refrigerator production. . 


No refrigerators are expected to be available for distribution to the general public during the third 
quarter. The total output will be added to the frozen stockpile for release by WPB to satisfy military, 
hospital, and other essential needs. Limitation Order L-5-d, controlling the sale, transfer, and delivery 
of all new household mechanical refrigerators, will remain in effect. 


Manufacturers may apply for permission to make new refrigerators under the amended L-5-c by 
filing Form WPB-3700 with the WPB field office for the district in which the plant where the refrigera- 
tors are to be made or assembled is located. Manufacturers in Group 1 or Group 2 labor areas who 
employ more than 100 workers are required to obtain approval on Form WPB-3820 to use labor for 
refrigerator production. 


Assignments for refrigerator production, which will be supported by an AA-3 preference rating for 
materials under the program, will be authorized equitably among applicants, states WPB. Wherever prac- 
ticable, each applicant will receive a pro rata share of his capacity to produce, based on his facilities 
and the availability of manpower, added WPB.

It will not be necessary for a manufacturer to have produced refrigerators in the past to receive 
an authorization in this program, it was said. WPB further stated that smaller manufacturers, in general, 
will be authorized to produce to a greater extent of their capacity than will the larger plants. 


Production in excess of production quotas may be authorized, upon application by the manufacturer, 
under the “spot authorization” procedure (Priorities Regulation 25), but the latter will not carry any 
priorities assistance for obtaining material. 


L-5-c does not restrict the production of parts for servicing or repairing of used refrigerators. 
WPB has announced that it will issue allotments of controlled materials and assign AA-1 preference rat- 
ings for needed materials and components for repair purposes only, but the materials obtained in this 
manner may not be used for new refrigerator production. Applications for priorities assistance in 
producing repair parts should be filed on Form CMP-4B. 


Distribution of household refrigerators remains under WPB Limitation Order L-5-d, which gives 
WPB virtually complete control over the sale, transfer, and delivery of all new refrigerators. Refrig- 
erators may be transferred to the U. S. Maritime Commission or the War Shipping Administration for use 
on shipboard only, and to the Defense Supplies Corp. without first obtaining specific WPB approval. 


All other sales or transfers must have the approval of WPB. Would-be purchasers of refrigerators 
must file with WPB a written application on Form WPB-882. If the application is approved, a certificate 
of transfer is issued on Form WPB-867, which is presented to the dealer. 


If the dealer has no refrigerators in stock, he can obtain the refrigerator(s) needed to fill the approved 
order by filing a statement with his distributor to the effect that he has received an authorized order. 
The distributor can, in turn, file a similar application, if necessary, with the manufacturer.

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NASH-KELVINATOR GETS APPROVAL FOR NEW REFRIGERATOR PRODUCTION FACILITIES 


Approval has been granted Nash-Kelvinator Corp. by WPB for construction of facilities and 
installation of equipment for reconversion to the building of household mechanical refrigerators. 


Projects in the Detroit and Grand Rapids plants of the company were approved for a total of 
$761,600. Facilities necessary for the production of mechanical refrigerators, washers, degreasers, 
conveyors, ovens, trolley ducts, shop trucks, and other items totaling $307,600 were approved for the 
Detroit plant and $454,000 for installation of general industrial equipment for the prone of 
refrigerators in the Grand Rapids plant. 


The company is continuing its production of helicopters, airplane propellers, and other war products, 
WPB said, but has been given permission to get ready for peacetime production if it does not interfere 


with war work. 


CROSLEY ‘READY FOR CIVILIAN PRODUCTION’; EXPANSION OF RICHMOND PLANT PLANNED 


Crosley Corp. “is ready to reconvert part of its manufacturing operations to the production of civilian 
goods just as rapidly as government regulations will permit and as materials are available,” Vice President 
R. C. Cosgrove declared last week. 


As a peace-time objective for the company’s sales department, Mr. Cosgrove said that Crosley’s goal is 
10% of the total business in both the radio and refrigerator industries. 


He disclosed that all of the Crosley plants in Cincinnati will be devoted to radio receiver production, 
while the manufacture of refrigerators will be concentrated at the company’s plant in Richmond, Ind., now 
engaged in turning out turrets for Martin PBY bombers. 


Plans have been made for a $2 million expansion program at the Richmond plant. Half of this expenditure 
will be for new tools, and the other half for new buildings. A new office building will be constructed 


in front of the plant. 


WPB OKAYS PROGRAM FOR PRODUCTION OF AT LEAST 
350,000 WASHERS IN THIRD AND FOURTH QUARTERS 


Limitation Order L-6 has been amended to permit resumption of domestic washing machine pro- 
duction. Subject to WPB approval of manufacturers’ applications, priorities assistance will be granted 
to the extent of the third-quarter program for 350,000 washing machines. 


Production in excess of the program is permitted to the extent that materials are available without 
priorities assistance. 


Manufacture of domestic washing machines, ironers, and driers had been prohibited by L-6 
since May 15, 1942. Ironers and driers are no longer subject to the control of the order, and 
production may be resumed, but no priorities assistance will be granted for the acquisition of materials. 


Washers, ironers, and driers that are not needed to fill rated military and other orders will be 
made available to the general public through normal retail channels. However, if necessary, WPB may 
direct distribution of washing machines by manufacturers. 


Domestic laundry equipment will not be rationed, nor will a certificate testifying to the purchaser’s 
need for such equipment be required. 


Manufacturers who are located in Group 1 and 2 labor classification areas and who employ more 
than 100 workers are required to secure approval (on Form WPB-3820) for the use of labor for 
production of washers with priorities assistance. Labor clearance is not required for production without 
priorities assistance. 


In granting priorities assistance for domestic washing machine production, WPB will make an 
equitable allocation of the total amount of materials available for production within the third-quarter 
program for 350,000 washers. Wherever practicable, each applicant will receive a pro rata share of 
his productive capacity based upon his facilities and the availability of manpower.

FRACTIONAL HORSEPOWER MOTOR ORDER REVOKED, BUT RATINGS CAN STILL BE USED 


Order L-123, restricting the production and distribution of fractional horsepower motors, was revoked | 


June 2 by WPB. (Order L-123 also covered such items as air filters, fans and blowers, and heat exchangers. ) 


_ However, manufacturers must continue to abide by Priorities Regulation No. 1, which means that they 
must fill rated orders first, and it is believed that most of the motor producers are jammed with rated orders. 


For this reason, WPB officials point out that refrigeration and appliance repairmen can get and 
should place CMP 9-A and P-126 rated orders with their regular suppliers, so there will be less chance 
of a diversion on unrated orders to less-essential users. 


Refrigeration and appliance distributors, it was stated, can extend repairmen’s ratings to refrigerator 
and appliance manufacturers for motors which the latter receive for replacement purposes through their 
CMP-4B applications. 


It was also reported that motor distributors, including large mail order firms selling motors, can 
continue filing WPB-547 applications for purchase authorizations and ratings for motors. 


MARLO COIL GIVEN WPB PERMISSION TO CONSTRUCT THIRD PLANT ADDITION 


Construction has been started, with WPB approval, on new building and plant facilities which will 
add 14,000 sq. ft. to the 24,000 sq. ft. in the Marlo Coil Co.’s plant in St. Louis. Previous plant addi- 
tions were made in 1937 and 1941. 


Part of the new facilities will be employed for increased production of evaporative coolers for diesel 
engines, transformer, cutting, and quenching oils, in addition to improving production facilities for air 
conditioning, and industrial and commercial refrigeration equipment. 


CMP IS ‘OPEN ENDED’ NOW FOR DELIVERY OF BRASS MILL PRODUCTS ON UNRATED ORDERS 


The Gontrolled Materials Plan has been “open ended” for delivery of brass mill products on unrated orders 
five weeks in advance of the July 1 date set for the general release of controlled materials on unrated orders, 
WPB declares. 


Because supplies of brass mill products have been made available through contract cancellations and cut- 
backs, WPB issued amendments to CMP Regulation 1 and CMP Regulation 4 in order to permit any person to 
place unrated orders now for immediate delivery of brass mill products. 


Unrated orders for other controlled materials may be placed now for delivery beginning July 1, WPB said. 


EUREKA-WILLIAMS MERGER IS EFFECTED; BURRITT TO BE PRESIDENT 


Stockholders have okayed the merger of the Eureka Vacuum Cleaner Co. of Detroit and the Williams 
Oil-O-Matic Heating Corp. of Bloomington, Ill. Eureka has manufactured vacuum cleaners and a cordless 
electric iron. Williams has made household electric refrigerators and commercial refrigeration machines, 
and oil burners. 


Henry W. Burritt, president of Eureka, is the president of this expanded concern, which will con- 
tinue under the name “Eureka Vacuum Cleaner Co.” William A. Matheson, former Williams president, 
becomes vice president of Eureka and manager in charge of the Williams Oil-O-Matic Division. 


NO SUMMER FURNITURE AND HOME FURNISHINGS MARKETS THIS YEAR 


The American Furniture Mart and The Merchandise Mart have announced that there will be no summer 
Furniture and Homefurnishings Markets at either of these fixed distribution centers in Chicago. 


The Marts will not ask their tenants to close their spaces, but have canceled such regular market 
activities as publication of order books, building directories, market daily, etc. It is expected that dealer visits 
will be swelled considerably over the three-month summer period, because merchants’ supplies of goods 
are reported at their lowest ebb. 


Passes sent to buyers for the January, 1945, markets will be good until the end of 1945, Mart executives 
said. 
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FRANK PIERCE ELECTED VICE PRESIDENT OF GENERAL MOTORS CORP. 


Frank R. Pierce has been elected a vice president of General Motors Corp., it was announced this 
week. He has been a member of the G-M executive staff since August, 1943.
